explains the

wizardry of Collis Maltbia, who 
has 38 years experience. 
Maltbia, who lives with his 
family on his farm a mile 
and a half north of New Mad­ 
rid on highway 61, has done 
it again. 
The 50-year-old farmer pro­ 
duced 115 bushels of corn to 
the acre on heavy sandy soil. 
In January he rented the ground, 
which he said "has been known 
not to produce a good crop for 
10 years.'' 
“ I thought twice before taking 
it on,'' he recalled. "Then I 
looked at the dirt and I thought 
I could do something with it." 
Maltbia said that in 10 years 
the farm had never produced 
more than 50-bushels-to-the- 
acre of com, a half bale of 
cotton and 15 to 20 bushels of 
beans. 
The 640 rented acres are on 
the Bob Hill farm, seven miles 
southeast of Sikeston. The com 
was harvested on two plots, 
of 120 and 250 acres. His two 
70-acre cotton plots there will 
produce at least a bale per 
acre. 
The veteran farmer won wide 
acclaim in 1963 when he pro­ 
duced 74,200 bushels of com 
on 425 acres, 5,000 bushels of 
soybeans on 200 acres, 360 
bales of cotton on 240 acres and 
an average of 40 bushels of 
wheat on 50 acres. 
He then 
farmed about 900 acres. 
On the corn land he has now 
cleared on the HU1 farm, all 
stalks have been shredded and 
the ground limed. It has been 
laid aside until next season's 
crop preparation. 
His attention was called to a 
heavy Infestation of Johnson 
grass in one spot of a field. 
"Oh, that, Pll whip it in the 
next year or two," he explained. 
"Pll fight it with a chemical 
weed kill." 
But he does not always follow 
the crowd in adopting modem, 
scientific methods of farming. 
He uses no irrigation. 
Despite two years of drought, 
Maltbia has no plans to turn to 
irrigation, 
Southeast 
Mis­ 
souri's answer to dry weather. 
He relies instead on his own 
farming procedures. 
This season he is farming 1,- 
840 acres of which he owns 
192. 
The energetic farmer leads a 
crew of from six to eight men, 
required to take care of the 
acreage the year around. His 
operation is highly mechanized. 
He owns and operates seven 
large tractors, a corn picker, 
a cotton picker, seven trucks 
and three discs. 
Work is a basic element in 
his farming magic: During the 
growing season he is up at 
3 a.m. He doesn't quit until 8 
p.m. 
"I listen to other farm ers, 
read a lot and keep in touch with 
the county agricultural exten­ 
sion directors," he said. 
"If there Is such a thing as a 
secret In farming, I guess It's 


because I try to prepare a good 
seed bed when I plant. You must 
use fertilizer that will con­ 
stantly feed the plant w^ile it 1s 
growing. To do this i apply 
fertilizer twice. 
"The main thing is to keep 
out all unwanted vegetation and 
cultivate the plants as little as 
possible. Keep those weeds out. 
They use up as much of your 
fertilizer as do the plants them­ 
selves." 
Discouragement leaves 
him 
undaunted. Flexible and diver­ 
sified he works each crop as a 
separate project. If he fails 
on one he strives for success 
on the others. 
A crop failure one year gives 
him the opportunity to work out 
a success next year. 
Maltbia 
completed only the 
ninth grade in school. 
His farm success story began 
in 1930 as manager of the L. 
Shainberg farm, later owned by 
Shalnberg's son, Jake, and his 
wife. His earnings provided the 
nest egg to buy the farm, where 
he now lives, in 1962 from the 
Jake Shalnbergs' daughters. 
Maltbia lives in a modest white 
frame 
house with his wife, 
Martha, 
who 
manages the 
household, and their daughter, 
Yvonne, 11, who assists in tak­ 
ing care of the house. 
On 240 acres of cotton he will 
produce at least a bale to the 
acre this season. He has another 
500 acres in soybeans, which 
will yield a little more than 
an average acre yield of 30 
bushels if there are sufficient 
late rains. 
Maltbia was born near Conway, 
Ark., where at 15 he was a 
farm manager. He began farm­ 
ing at 12 and moved to Missouri 
when he was 17. 
He says that farming Is a 
way of life and that he enjoys 
everything about it—the never 
ending work and the constant 
process of acquiring knowledge. 
His family shares his enjoy­ 
ment. 


A religious man, always ready 
to credit the All Mighty for 
his good fortune on the farm, 
he is a Methodist steward. 


His philosophy: "Only the good 
Lord can control the seasons. 
It Is up to man to prepare and 
harvest the crops."

Costly Shipping 


Strike Ended 


NEW YORK (AP) — Leaders 
of two maritime unions say they 
will recommend speedy ratifi­ 
cation of the agreement ending 
the costly 75-day shipping strike 
in East and Gulf Coast ports. 
The two unions are the Inter­ 
national Organization of Mas­ 
ters, Mates and Pilots, and the 
American Radio Association, 
both A FL-CIO. 
Ratification could come by 
Wednesday, with ships sailing 
the following day. 
President Johnson, who an­ 
nounced the settlement, hailed 
it as a step “ toward a new and 
responsible maritime policy in 
thjs country. 
Nearly IOO ships have been 
idled by the strike that began 
June lo. President Johnson said 
strike losses, which have been 
estimated unofficially at about 
$150 million, “ cannot ever be 
recovered.'' 
The 
American 
Merchant 
Marine Institute, which repre­ 
sents eight shipping lines that 
have 
been 
struck, 
reached 
agreement Aug. 29 with a third 
union, 
the 
Marine Engineer 
Beneficial Association. 
The agreement provides for a 
four-year, no-strike contract, ft 
includes a 3.2 per cent increase 
in 
economic benefits, elimi­ 
nates contract inequities be­ 
tween various seagoing unions, 
according td a union spokes­ 
man, and establishes greater 
job security in addition to pro­ 
viding pension guarantees.

There were 231,393 paid ad­ 
missions, plus 33,864 non-pay- 
ing children. 
The attendance improved de­ 
spite heavy rams, steamy heat, 
and two chilly nights. 
Five persons are 
in criti­ 
cal condition as a result of the 
worst accident in the fair's 63- 
year history Saturday. 
A race car crashed through 
the fence at the first turn and 
plummeted into a group of spec­ 
tators, killing four and injuring 
14. 
The victims had slipped into 


an area that is barred to spec­ 
tators, officials said, and if they 
hadn't been there no one would 
have been hurt. The stock car 
driver, Bill Crane of Claycomo 
escaped injury.

115-Bushel-Per-Acre 
Corn On Sandy Soil

NEW MADRID -- Industrious­ 
ness, like that of the fabled ants, 
best 
explains the 
farming 
wizardry of Collis Maltbia, who 
has 38 years experience. 
Maltbia, who lives with his 
family on his farm a mile 
and a half north of New Mad­ 
rid on highway 61, has done 
it again. 
The 50-year-old farm er pro­ 
duced 115 bushels of corn to 
the acre on heavy sandy soil. 
In January he rented the ground, 
which he said “ has been known 
not to produce a good crop for 
IO years." 
“ I thought twice before taking 
it on," he recalled. “ Then I 
looked at the dirt and I thought 
I could do something with it." 
Maltbia said that in IO years 
the farm had never produced 
more than 50-bushels-to-the- 
acre of corn, a half bale of 
cotton and 15 to 20 bushels of 
beans. 
The 640 rented acres are on 
the Bob Hill farm, seven miles 
southeast of Sikeston. The com 
was harvested on two plots, 
of 120 and 250 acres. His two 
70-acre cotton plots there will 
produce at least a bale per 
acre. 
The veteran farm er won wide 
acclaim in 1963 when he pro­ 
duced 74,200 bushels of com 
on 425 acres, 5,000 bushels of 
soybeans on 200 acres, 360 
bales of cotton on 240 acres and 
an average of 40 bushels of 
wheat on 50 acres. 
He then 
farmed about 900 acres. 
On the corn land he has now 
cleared on the Hill farm, all 
stalks have been shredded and 
the ground limed. It has been 
laid aside until next season's 
crop preparation. 
His attention was called to a 
heavy infestation of Johnson 
grass in one spot of a field. 
“ Oh, that, PII whip it in the 
next year or two," he explained. 
“ PII fight it with a chemical 
weed kill." 
But he does not always follow 
the crowd in adopting modem, 
scientific methods of farming. 
He uses no irrigation. 
Despite two years of drought, 
Maltbia has no plans to turn to 
irrigation, 
Southeast 
Mis­ 
souri's answer to dry weather. 
He relies instead on his own 
farming procedures. 
This season he is farming 1,- 
840 acres of which he owns 
192. 
The energetic farm er leads a 
crew of from six to eight men, 
required to take care of the 
acreage the year around. His 
operation is highly mechanized. 
He owns and operates seven 
large tractors, a corn picker, 
a cotton picker, seven trucks 
and three discs. 
Work is a basic element in 
his farming magic: During the 
growing season he is up at 
3 a.m. He doesn't quit until 8 
p.m. 
“ I listen to other farm ers, 
read a lot and keep in touch with 
the county agricultural exten­ 
sion directors," he said. 
“ If there is such a thing as a 
secret in farming, I guess it's 


because I try to prepare a good 
seed bed when I plant. You must 
use 
fertilizer that 
will con­ 
stantly feed the plant while it is 
growing. To do this i apply 
fertilizer twice. 
“ The main thing is to keep 
out all unwanted vegetation and 
cultivate the plants as little as 
possible. Keep those weeds out. 
They use up as much of your 
fertilizer as do the plants them­ 
selves." 
Discouragement leaves 
him 
undaunted. Flexible and diver­ 
sified he works each crop as a 
separate project. If he fails 
on one he strives for success 
on the others. 
A crop failure one year gives 
him the opportunity to work out 
a success next year. 
Maltbia 
completed only the 
ninth grade in school. 
His farm success story began 
in 1930 as manager of the L. 
Shainberg farm, later owned by 
Shainberg's son, Jake, and his 
wife. His earnings provided the 
nest egg to buy the farm, where 
he now lives, in 1962 from the 
Jake Shainbergs' daughters. 
Maltbia lives Ina modest white 
fram e 
house with his 
wife, 
Martha, 
who 
manages the 
household, and their daughter, 
Yvonne, ll, who assists in tak­ 
ing care of the house. 
On 240 acres of cotton he will 
produce at least a bale to the 
acre this season. He has another 
500 acres in soybeans, which 
will yield a little more than 
an average acre yield of 30 
bushels if there are sufficient 
late rains. 
Maltbia was born near Conway, 
Ark., where at 15 he was a 
farm manager. He began farm­ 
ing at 12 and moved to Missouri 
when he was 17. 
He says that farming is a 
way of life and that he enjoys 
everything about it--the never 
ending work and the constant 
process of acquiring knowledge. 
His family shares his enjoy­ 
ment. 


A religious man, always ready 
to credit the All Mighty for 
his good fortune on the farm, 
he is a Methodist steward. 


His philosophy: “ Only the good 
Lord can control the seasons. 
It is up to man to prepare and 
harvest the crops."

The President dispatched his 
personal plane to Pittsburgh to 
bring the IO principal spokes­ 
men for unions and steel pro­ 
ducers to tile conference table 
at the White House. The chief 
negotiators are I.W. A bel, pres­ 
ident of the United Steelwork­ 
ers Union, and R. Conrad Coop-, 
er, representing IO major pro­ 
ducers. 
The plane is expected to get 
them to Washington in time for 


an early afternoon session with 
Johnson, Secretary of Labor 
Willard Wirtz and Secretary of 
Commerce John T .Connor. 


The strike deadline is mid­ 
night Tuesday.

A HOUSE FOR HUMPH 
ALEXANDER 
THROTTLEBOTTOM, in the 
musical Of Thee I Sing, had been nominated 
for Vice President by the simple process of 
putting a number of names on slips in a hat 
and pulling one out. Throttlebottom didn’t win; 
he lost — that is, his name was drawn. 
That wouldn’t seem so funny today. As far 
as his constitutional functions are concerned, 
Vice President Hubert H. Humphrey is one of the 
most insignificant members of the executive 
branch. He is to preside over the Senate, 
where his rulings are rarely of moment, and 
to vote there in the rare case of a tie. 
What any particular Vice President makes of 
his office, and especially what any particular 
President makes of his Vice President, is 
extra-constitutional. Of late the Vice-Presi­ 
dency has been recognized as a responsible, 
highly powerful, and even portentous office. 
Twice in the past 20 years tragedy has called 
the Vice President to the land’s highest office. 
All of this is behind the new society debate 
in Washington over an official home for the 
Vice President. T.ie scheme goes back to the 
Vice Presidency of Harry Truman, who was 
not so well circumstanced as some of his 
predecessors. It has gained great currency by 
the introduction of two bills that would provide 
an official residence. 
THE FIRST was introduced on Aug. 11 by 
Sen. George A. Smathers (D Fla.). It calls for 
the designation of Admiral’s House, a 33- 
room Victorian manse used as a resident for 
the Chief of Naval Operations, to be turned 
over to the Vice President — with a $100,000 
annual allowance for maintenance. The rather 
Charles Addamsy relic stands on a vast govern­ 
ment tract in the fashionable Northwest section 
atop Observatory Hill, overlooking Massachu­ 
setts Ave. and adjacent to several embassies. 
The second, introduced a few minutes later 
by Sen. A. S. Mike Monroney (D Okla.), would 
authorize appointment of a three-member com­ 
mission to “ select and acquire” a suitable resi­ 
dence. It calls for appropriation of a maximum 
of $1 million for that purpose. 
Vice President Humphrey, who was forewarned 
of the joint effort, said he was “not anxious” 
to move, but conceded that anyone in his job 
could “do his job a little better” if there were 
an official residence. The Humphreys live in a 
four-bedroom, green-and-white house in Chevy 
Chase. “ I love the house I have,” Humphrey 
says. “It’s paid for.” 
“THE TIME HAS COME,” Smathers told the 
Senate, “to stop treating the second-in-command 
like a second-class citizen.” Sen. Monroney 
stressed the need for 
a residence that would 
be “convenient to the White House, commodious 
and attractive for the holding of state functions.” 
Sen. Smathers read from an editorial printed 
by the Washington Evening Star almost two 
decades ago; “The Vice President is really a 
standby President. He should receive enough 
salary to live in a style befitting his high 
position. And it would not be overdoing things 
to relieve him of the task of house hunting by 
assuring him of a rent-free home for him and 
his family.” 
And how is Hubert Horatio Humphrey doing as 
the backup man? The latest Gallup Poll shows 
27.4 per cent of those questioned admitting to 
a high regard for the Vice President. That 
may not sound high, but Lyndon B. Johnson 
polled only 23.7 per cent in the “enthusiasm 
quotient” test after a year as Veep. The public 
still attaches a bit of Throttlebottomery to the 
Vice Presidency, for all its new rank.

He can even 
put them out in public without 
being arrested as a community 
nuisance. 
If I couldn't raise the cash to 
buy, build or acquire a junk 
yard, I believe I'd like to work 
in a pawn shop, ft is so much 
fun merely to look in the win­ 
dow of a real old • fashioned 
pawn shop that a job inside it 
must be ten times as excitingas 
working in a bank where all you 
see is old and new money.

A recent announcement by one 
of the major drug companies, 
Eli Lilly and Company, casts 
an interesting and revealing 
light on that charge. 
It has to do with a new anti­ 
biotic carrying the registered 
name Keflin, which is a highly 
effective weapon against many 
life-threatening infections. It 
resulted from a breakthrough in 
chemistry 
in the 
company’s 
laboratories, which enabled the 
scientists to produce it from 
a 
substance, 
cephalosporin, 
which previously had been so 
weak as to have little practical 
usefulness. Research on anti­ 
biotics from this source has 
been pursued by scientists of 
three countries over a 19 year 
period. 
On April 19, less than six 
months after Keflin was intro­ 
duced, Lilly announced a 20 
per cent reduction in its price. 
This, the announcement said, 
is in line with its policy of 
lowering 
prices 
when 
eco­ 
nomics of production perm it. 
At the same time, the company 
disclosed that accelerated pro­ 
duction has enabled it to lift 
the previous restriction that 
Keflin be reserved for critically 
ill patients in hospitals.

NOTE CUT IN EARMARKED 
TAXES 
A significant reduction in the 
percentage of state taxes ear­ 
marked—out of total state tax 
collections — for particular 
governmental purposes is noted 
in a new Tax Foundation, Inc. 
study. In fiscal 1954, just over 
50 percent was earmarked; by 
fiscal 1963 earmarking for such 
activities as education, roads, 
welfare, etc., had been cut to 
40 percent. 
The new study, Earmarked 
State Taxes, shows that in New 
Mexico, for example, 80 percent 
of tax collections was 
ear­ 
marked in 1954; in 1963, only 
31 percent. 
In 1954, North Dakota ear­ 
marked all, and Missouri, one- 
third of sales tax receipts for 
education. In 1963, both put all 
sales tax receipts into their 
general funds, partly explaining 
declines in the proportions ear­ 
marked by 30 percentage points 
in North Dakota and 17 in Mis­ 
souri. 
The study also shows, for 
instance, that of the 37 states 
levying a general sales tax, 21 
earmarked it in fiscal 1963 
(most recent year for which 
complete 
state figures 
are 
available.) 
Of 47 states levying tobacco 
taxes, 26 earm arked them in 
1963; of 50 levying alcoholic 
beverage excise taxes, 24 ear­ 
marked them.

WASHINGTON — Two 
con­ 
gressmen, one from the South, 
one a Negro, recently handled 
problems of traffic violations 
and relatives in diametrically 
different manners. 
One was 
Adam Clayton Powell of Har­ 
lem N. Y., the other Rep. Wal­ 
te r Rogers of Pampa, Texas. 
The latter is the once obscure 
congressman who has become 
the darling of Madison Avenue 
because he acted as messenger 
boy for the big tobacco com­ 
panies and the big networks In 
regard to FTC and FCC regu­ 
lation of advertising. 
Rep. Rogers also believes in 
nepotism and has his son Tom 
on the federal payroll as a 
clerk in the House post office. 
The other day Tom was driv­ 
ing the wrong way down a one­ 
way Capitol Hill street when 
Capitol policeman Jam es Brick 
of Des Moines, Iowa, tried to 
stop him. 
Young Rogers failed to stop. 
Officer Brick finally caught up 
with him and asked to see his 
driver's license. Young Rogers 
insulted him with vulgar lan­ 
guage and Brick in turn took 
the congressman’s son to the 
police room. 
"F ll save you a lot of trouble," 
said 
the haughty young man. 
“ My father 1s a congressman 
and if you let me call him, Fll 
get out of this." 
Rogers called his father. Rep. 
Rogers is not only able to throw 
his weight around on Madison 
Avenue, but with the Capitol 
police. His son was promptly 
released. A phone call to Capt. 
Howard QuantrUle did it. 
When I called Capt. QuantrUle 
to ask if the son of a congress­ 
man got favored treatment with 
Capitol police, he was frank. 
“ You can probably say yes," 
he replied. 
When I called young Rogers 
he was not so frank. He acted 
as if the policeman had been 
completely in the wrong. 
"It was all a misunderstand­ 
ing," he said. "T he policeman's 
wife had had a baby that day 


and he was nervous. I wish 
you would call my father. He 
called the police officer and 
apologies were given." 
RACE DISCRIMINATION 
The same policeman, James 
Brick, was directing traffic out­ 
side of the new Rayburn Build - 
ing 
when Robert 
Flemming, 
husband 
of Louise 
Dargans, 
Powell’s 
$19,000-a-year ad­ 
ministrative 
aide, 
drove 
through Brick’s "stop" signal. 
The young cop followed Flem­ 
ming into the buUdlng garage 
and 
an argument 
followed. 
Flemming was insulting. 


Brick later went to Miss Dar- 
gans’ office to protest her hus­ 
band's intemperate behavior. 
This got him nowhere. Miss 
Dargans ordered 
him out of 
the office. She charged that he 
was trying to persecute her hus­ 
band because of his “ color." 
Fearing 
that he might 
be 
reprimanded 
by 
police su­ 
periors 
after 
this 
episode, 
Brick decided to take the mat­ 
te r up with the congressman 
from Harlem personally. 


Powell hit the ceUing—though 
not in anger against Brick. 
“ You were only doing your 
duty," he told Brick. “ My sec­ 
retary and her husband were 
wrong, not you. Pm sick and 
tired of having my name bandied 
like popcorn on Capitol Hill. 
We'll get this straightened out 
right now." 
He summoned Miss Dargans 
and gave her a stern lecture, 
then phoned Rep. Neal Smith, 
D-Ia., Brick’s patronage spon­ 
sor. 
"T his young man is absolutely 
in the right,” he said. “ I just 
want you to know that if there 
are any repercussions against 
him, he should come to me and 
Pll see that his police superiors 
are properly advised of what 
happened." 
BILL WHITE’S GHOST 
WRITER? 
Sen. B1U Fulbright of Arkan­ 
sas, distinguished chairman of 
the Foreign Relations Commit­ 


tee, was so furious over a re ­ 
cent column byWUliamS. White 
that 
he telephoned President 
Johnson and in effect accused 
Johnson of being White's ghost 
w riter. 


White, a friend of the P resi­ 
dent, wrote that Fulbright had 
been unable to keep his com­ 
mittee on the track and had 
pushed his own foreign policy, 
not the President's. Fulbright 
suspected that LBJ had told 
White to write the column, inas­ 
much as the President had made 
the same complaint in private. 
Anyway, the Senator got the 
President on the phone and told 
him he was deeply offended. 
Johnson denied whispering any 
ideas to White, but the senator 
from Arkansas wasn't entirely 
convinced. He remembered the 
column White wrote at the P res­ 
ident' s request praising E verett 
Dirksen, R-Dl., for supporting 
LBJ’s foreign policy. 


WHOSE BRITISH ISLAND? 
The Air Force refused per­ 
mission last week for a British 
plane to land on Ascension Is­ 
land, 
which happens 
to be 
British territory. What's more, 
the British plane happened to 
be flying on a United Nations 
food mission. 
Technically, the Air Force was 
within 
its rights, since the 
British have signed over air 
control of the island to the 
United States as part of our 
missUe-tracking system in the 
South Atlantic. But when the 
Fairey Air Survey Company, 
an old line British firm, re ­ 
quested permission to refuel 
one of its planes on the island, 
explaining it was on a U. N. 
charter flight to South Amer­ 
ica, the Air Force turned down 
the request on the grounds that 
it wans't geared to handle com­ 
m ercial flights. 
The British embassy in Wash­ 
ington, indignant that a British 
plane should be barred from 
British territory, protested to 
the state Department. The Air 
F orce was overruled.

LANDMARK DECISIONS 
The Supreme Court has handed 
down a series of decisions which 
have been described as “ land- 
m arks". 
They deal with the 
rights of employers in labor- 
management disputes. 
In one, the Court held that an 
employer has an absolute right 
to terminate his entire business 
for any reason he chooses, al­ 
though this right is qualified 
where only part of the business 
is 
terminated 
for 
antiunion 
reasons. 
In a second, overruling a Na­ 
tional Labor Relations Board 
decision, the Court held that 
an employer may temporarily 
lock out employees for the sole 
purpose of bringing economic 
pressure to bear in support of 
his legitimate bargaining posi­ 
tion where an impasse has been 
reached in bargaining. 
In a third in which the NLRB 
also was overruled, the Court 
held that members of a mul­ 
tiemployer bargaining group 
could not only lock out their 
employees where one of the 
group was being struck, 
but 
could also continue to operate 
their business with temporary 
help where such employer con­ 
duct was not demonstrably de­ 
structive of employees’ rights. 
These far-reaching decisions, 
let it be noted, come from a 
Court with very strong liberal 
leanings. Seemingly, they go a 
long way toward establishing a 
fair balance between the proper 
powers of employer and em- 
' ployee groups in the making and 
resisting of demands. A great 
many people have long believed 
that the NLRB has often been 
too favorable toward labor. The 
High Court apparently agrees.

Far from grow­ 
ing clearer, debate on public is­ 
sues in America seems to be 
becoming 
more and 
more 
muddy. Slogans are used as a 
substitute for thought. Hollow 
words such as “ extrem ism ", 
untouched by even a grain of 
solid, specific meaning, become 
more popular. Whatever mean­ 
ing "R ight" and "L eft" may 
once have had, they should be 
substituted with 
Constructive 
and Liberal and people per­ 
mitted to judge. 
The basic issue in America 
as in the world today is in­ 
dividualism against collectiv­ 
ism , man against the state. Only 
a 
handful of true 
fanatics 
actually want to see the state 
abolished, or a state that pays 
no attention whatever to indi­ 
viduals. But the current of our 
tim es has set in the direction 
of the ever-growing state, and 
this is the issue we must debate. 
Believers 
in 
individualism 
have always been willing to de­ 
bate this issue on its funda­ 
mentals. They urge Americans 
to study and make up their minds 
on the question of just how much 
power 
governments 
ought to 
have. 
By contrast, the collectivist 
seek always to hide their own 
goals and to pretend that no 
basic issues exist to be debated, 
only a choice between this and 
that government program. HLH

Negroes Planning Sit-Downs 
In Union Offices Across the 
Land. 
Washington, D. C.: - With 
the 
cook-out 
season ending, 
many construction and building 
union leaders will return from 
their summer "places” to find 
their headquarters full of sit- 
ins. 
Their regional offices 
are 
next on the NAACP's list. 
The dem onstrators, led bv a 
one man whirlwind, 
Herbert 
Hill, the NAACP's Labor Direc­ 
tor, are zero-ing in on the men 
they 
believe 
are preventing 
Negroes from preparing 
for 
hundreds of 
thousands 
of 
jobs soon to be created by vast 
federal 
multi - billion dollar 
projects. 
Already there have been sit- 
downs in AFL-CIO offices 
in 
Cincinnati 
and 
Pittsburgh. 
Hill's legions are preparing to 
move in other industrial cities 
•• mostly in the north. Their 
battle cry has it that despite 
all the speeches and the bold 
Title Seven of the Civil Rights 
Act, few Negroes are getting 
into the construction unions. 
And that fewer Negroes — 
especially the young fellows — 
are being perm itted into the 
apprentice system so they can 
qualify to become skilled work­ 
men. For H ill's legions, this 
is the zero hour, ft takes years 
to acquire skills. Yet the gov­ 
ernment is about to start spend­ 
ing billions through its new 
Department of Urban Renewal 
and Housing, and on long rib­ 
bons 
of concrete 
roads, and 
on Appalachia and on university 
"plants" and headquarters in­ 
stallations from which to fight 
poverty. 
Of course, the White House 
wants none of this quick-trigger­ 
ing series of conflicts, perhaps 
man-to-man battling, between 
angry Negroes and local union 
rank and filers. 
Sophisticated 
White House 
specialists know that it isn't 
a matter of the union's rank 
and file hating Negroes as much 
as it is the rank and file's 
love of money in those high- 
wage pay envelopes. In addition 
to loving coin for themselves, 
they 
want 
their 
blood rela­ 
tives to cut in on the 
high 
priced jobs. There are local 
unions where some 80 per cent 
of the new openings have gone 
to sons and nephews of mem­ 
bers. 
Bluntly, the resistance 
is 
within the rank and filr and 


not among the national general 
presidents of even the regional 
leaders of some 3 million build­ 
ing and construction unionists. 
So the White House has quiet­ 
ly set up a tiny, four-man task 
force to study the magic formu­ 
la, Title Seven. The team is 
made 
up 
of 
little 
known 
technicians. Their assignment 
is to dig out of "the big Seven” 
the weapons with which 
to 
punish the recalcitrant over­ 
whelmingly white locals. 
Already enough power 
has 
been found in "Seven" to put 
union leaders in prison, if they 
absolutely refuse to permit con­ 
siderable numbers of Negroes 
to take the qualifying examina­ 
tions for entrance to the unions 
or the apprenticeship lists. 
This will come as a shock to 
some business agents but it can 
be done. Any man can 
sue a 
union now if he believes he is 
being blacklisted against be­ 
cause of race, color, creed or 
national origin. Or the Justice 
Dept, can order its regional at­ 
torney to take court action. Or 
Franklin Roosevelt's Equal Em­ 
ployment 
Opportunity 
Com­ 
mission can move in. 
If th.ey prove their case, they 
have a court order directing the 
union to open its ranks. And 
not just any broad warning. 
There is a case in New York 
City where one sheet metal 
w orkers' local has been told 
by the court just how many 
Negroes to admit, just when 
to hold examinations, just ex­ 
actly what to do with its train­ 
ing classes. In other words 
the court took the entire mat­ 
ter right out of the union's 
hands. So there now is a Negro 
member for the first time in 
77 years. 
Defiance 
of 
such 
court 
orders could bring prison term s 
for comtempt. Or, moves could 
be made to decertify a union 
•• which means removing 
its 
control over construction jobs. 
Or it could be banned from 
sending its members out on 
any project if a single federal 
dollar is involved — be it FHA 
money or a Department of De­ 
fense dollar, or a road. Or even 
state money. 
Furtherm ore, 
the 
White 
House is placing enforcement 
power in the hands of various 
cabinet members, 
the Civil 
Service Commission and the 
new 
President's 
Council on 
Equal Opportunities. 
ft was a hot summer. And now 
it looks like a very warm winter.

A HOUSE FOR HUMPH 
ALEXANDER 
THROTTLEBOTTOM, in the 
musical Of Thee I Sing, had been nominated 
for Vice President by the simple process of 
putting a number of names on slips in a hat 
and pulling one out. Throttlebottom didn’t win; 
he lost — that is, his name was drawn. 
That wouldn’t seem so funny today. As far 
as his constitutional functions are concerned, 
Vice President Hubert H. Humphrey is one of the 
most insignificant members of the executive 
branch. He is to preside over the Senate, 
where his rulings are rarely of moment, and 
to vote there in the rare case of a tie. 
What any particular Vice President makes of 
his office, and especially what any particular 
President makes of his Vice President, is 
extra-constitutional. Of late the V ice-Presi- 
dency has been recognized as a responsible, 
highly powerful, and even portentous office. 
Twice in the past 20 years tragedy has called 
the Vice President to the land’s highest office. 
All of this is behind the new society debate 
in Washington over an official home for the 
Vice President. Tne scheme goes back to the 
Vice Presidency of Harry Truman, who was 
not so well circumstanced as some of his 
predecessors. It has gained great currency by 
the introduction of two bills that would provide 
an official residence. 
THE FIRST was introduced on Aug. l l by 
Sen. George A. Smathers (D Fla.). It calls for 
the designation of Admiral’s House, a 33- 
room Victorian manse used as a resident for 
the Chief of Naval Operations, to be turned 
over to the Vice President — with a $100,000 
annual allowance for maintenance. The rather 
Charles Addamsy relic stands on a vast govern­ 
ment tract in the fashionable Northwest section 
atop Observatory Hill, overlooking Massachu­ 
setts Ave. and adjacent to several embassies. 
The second, introduced a few minutes later 
by Sen. A. S. Mike Monroney (D Okla.), would 
authorize appointment of a three-member com­ 
mission to “ select and acquire** a suitable resi­ 
dence. It calls for appropriation of a maximum 
of $1 million for that purpose. 
Vice President Humphrey, who was forewarned 
of the joint effort, said he was “not anxious** 
to move, but conceded that anyone in his job 
could “do his job a little better** if there were 
an official residence. The Humphreys live in a 
four-bedroom, green-and-white house in Chevy 
Chase. “ I love the house I have,** Humphrey 
says. “ It*s paid for.** 
“ THE TIME HAS COME,** Smathers told the 
Senate, “to stop treating the second-in-command 
like a second-class citizen.** Sen. Monroney 
stressed the need for 
a residence that would 
be “convenient to the White House, commodious 
and attractive for the holding of state functions.** 
Sen. Smathers read from an editorial printed 
by the Washington Evening Star almost two 
decades ago: “ The Vice President is really a 
standby President. He should receive enough 
salary to live in a style befitting his high 
position. And it would not be overdoing things 
to relieve him of the task of house hunting by 
assuring him of a rent-free home for him and 
his family.** 
And how is Hubert Horatio Humphrey doing as 
the backup man? The latest Gallup Poll shows 
27.4 per cent of those questioned admitting to 
a high regard for the Vice President. That 
may not sound high, but Lyndon B. Johnson 
polled only 23.7 per cent in the “ enthusiasm 
quotient** test after a year as Veep. The public 
still attaches a bit of Throttlebottomery to the 
Vice Presidency, for all its new rank.

drug companies never reduce 
the price of products on which 
they have exclusive rights, and, 
further, that prices are never 
reduced on im portant new drugs 
until years after they have gone 
on the m arket. 
A recent announcement by one 
of the m ajor drug companies, 
Eli Lilly and Company, casts 
an interesting and revealing 
light on that charge. 
It has to do with a new anti­ 
biotic carrying the registered 
name Keflin, which is a highly 
effective weapon against many 
life-threatening infections. It 
resulted from a breakthrough in 
chem istry 
in the 
company’s 
lalxiratories, which enabled the 
scientists to produce it from 
a 
substance, 
cephalosporin, 
which previously had been so 
weak as to have little practical 
usefulness. R esearch on anti­ 
biotics from this source has 
been pursued by scientists of 
three countries over a 19 year 
period. 
On 
April 
19, less than six 
months after Keflin was intro­ 
duced, 
Lilly announced a 20 
per cent reduction in its price. 
This, the announcement said, 
is in line with its policy of 
lowering 
prices 
when 
eco­ 
nomics of production perm it. 
At the same tim e, the company 
disclosed that accelerated pro­ 
duction has enabled it to lift 
the previous restriction that 
Keflin be reserved for critically 
ill patients in hospitals.

A significant reduction in the 
percentage of state taxes ea r­ 
marked—out of total state tax 
collections — 
for particular 
governmental purposes is noted 
in a new Tax Foundation, Inc. 
study. In fiscal 1954, just over 
50 percent was earm arked; by 
fiscal 1963 earm arking for such 
activities as education, roads, 
welfare, etc., had been cut to 
40 percent. 
The new study, E arm arked 
State Taxes, shows that in New 
Mexico, for example, 80 percent 
of tax collections was 
e a r­ 
marked in 1954; in 1963, only 
31 percent.

third of sales tax receipts for 
education. In 1963, both put all 
sales tax receipts into their 
general funds, partly explaining 
declines in the proportions ear­ 
marked by 30 percentage points 
in North Dakota and 17 in Mis­ 
souri.

The latter is the once obscure 
congressm an who has become 
the darling of Madison Avenue 
because he acted as m essenger 
boy for the big tobacco com ­ 
panies and the big networks in 
regard to FTC and FCC regu­ 
lation of advertising. 
Rep. Rogers also believes in 
nepotism and has his son Tom 
on the federal payroll as a 
clerk in the House post office. 
The other day Tom was driv­ 
ing the wrong way down a one­ 
way Capitol Hill stree t when 
Capitol policeman Jam es Brick 
of Des Moines, Iowa, tried to 
stop him. 
Young Rogers failed to stop. 
Officer Brick finally caught up 
with him and asked to see his 
d riv e r's license. Young Rogers 
insulted him with vulgar lan­ 
guage and Brick in turn took 
the congressm an’s son to the 
police room. 
“ FII save you a lot of trouble," 
said 
the haughty young man. 
“ My father is a congressm an 
and if you let me call him, FII 
get out of th is." 
Rogers called his father. Rep. 
R ogers is not only able to throw 
his weight around on Madison 
Avenue, but with the Capitol 
police.

Pm sick and 
tired of having my name bandied 
like popcorn on Capitol Hill. 
We’ll get this straightened out 
right now." 
He summoned M iss Dargans 
and gave her a stern lecture, 
then phoned Rep. Neal Smith, 
D -Ia., Brick’s patronage spon­ 
so r. 
“ This young man is absolutely 
in the right,” he said. “ I just 
want you to know that if there 
are any repercussions against 
him , he should come to me and 
FII see that his police superiors 
are properly advised of what 
happened."

Sen. Bill Fulbrlght of Arkan­ 
sa s, distinguished chairman of 
the Foreign Relations Commit­ 


tee, was so furious over a r e ­ 
cent column by W illiam s. White 
that 
he telephoned 
President 
Johnson and in effect accused 
Johnson of being W hite's ghost 
w riter. 


White, a friend of the P re si­ 
dent, wrote that Fulbright had 
been unable to keep his com ­ 
m ittee on the track and had 
pushed his own foreign policy, 
not the President’s. Fulbright 
suspected that LBJ had 
told 
White to w rite the column, inas­ 
much as the President had made 
the sam e complaint in private. 
Anyway, the Senator got the 
President on the phone and told 
him he was deeply offended. 
Johnson denied whispering any 
ideas to White, but the senator 
from A rkansas w asn't entirely 
convinced. He rem em bered the 
column White wrote at the P re s­ 
ident’s request praising E verett 
Dirksen, R -m ., for supporting 
L B J's foreign policy. 


WHOSE BRITISH ISLAND? 
The Air Force refused p e r­ 
m ission last week for a British 
plane to land on Ascension Is­ 
land, 
which 
happens 
to 
be 
B ritish te rrito ry . What’s m ore, 
the B ritish plane happened to 
be flying on a United Nations 
food mission. 
Technically, the Air Force was 
within 
its rights, since the 
B ritish have signed over air 
control of the island to the 
United States as part of our 
rnissile-tracking system in the 
South Atlantic. But when the 
Falrey Air Survey Company, 
an old line B ritish firm , r e ­ 
quested perm ission to refuel 
one of its planes on the island, 
explaining it was on a U. N. 
charter flight to South A m er­ 
ica, the Air Force turned down 
the request on the grounds that 
it w ans't geared to handle com ­ 
m ercial flights. 
The B ritish em bassy in W ash­ 
ington, indignant that a British 
plane should be barred from 
B ritish territo ry , protested to 
the State Department. The Air 
Force was o v erru led .

LANDMARK DECISIONS 
The Supreme Court has handed 
down a series of decisions which 
have been described as “ land­ 
m ark s". 
They deal with 
the 
rights of em ployers in labor- 
management disputes. 
In one, the Court held that an 
employer has an absolute right 
to term inate his entire business 
for any reason he chooses, al­ 
though this right is qualified 
where only part of the business 
is 
term inated 
for 
antiunion 
reasons. 
In a second, overruling a Na­ 
tional Labor Relations Board 
decision, the Court held that 
an employer may tem porarily 
lock out employees for the sole 
purpose of bringing economic 
pressure to bear in support of 
his legitim ate bargaining posi­ 
tion where an im passe has been 
reached in bargaining. 
In a third in which the NLRB 
also was overruled, the Court 
held that m em bers of a mul­ 
tiem ployer 
bargaining 
group 
could not only lock out their 
employees where one of the 
group was being 
struck, 
but 
could also continue to operate 
their business with tem porary 
help where such em ployer con­ 
duct was not dem onstrably de­ 
structive of em ployees' rights. 
These far-reaching decisions, 
let it be noted, come from a 
Court with very strong liberal 
leanings. Seemingly, they go a 
long way toward establishing a 
fair balance between the proper 
powers of em ployer and em ­ 
ployee groups in the making and 
resisting of dem ands. A great 
many people have long believed 
that the NLRB has often been 
too favorable toward labor. The 
High Court apparently agrees.

They have hoped 
for such a debate in order to 
clear up the meaning of these 
ambiguous 
words and 
make 
m ore sense out of our public 
discussions. 
So far their hopes have not 
been realized. F ar from grow­ 
ing clearer, debate on public is ­ 
sues in Am erica seem s to be 
becoming 
more and 
more 
muddy. Slogans are used as a 
substitute for thought. Hollow 
words such as “ extrem ism ” , 
untouched by even a grain of 
solid, specific meaning, become 
m ore popular. W hatever mean­ 
ing “ Right" and “ L eft" may 
once have had, they should be 
substituted with 
Constructive 
and Liberal and people p er­ 
m itted to Judge. 
The basic issue in Am erica 
as in the world today is in­ 
dividualism against collectiv­ 
ism , man against the state. Only 
a 
handful of true 
fanatics 
actually want to see the state 
abolished, or a state that pays 
no attention whatever to indi­ 
viduals. But the current of our 
tim es has set in the direction 
of the ever-grow ing state, and 
this is the issue we must debate. 
B elievers 
in 
individualism 
have always been willing to de­ 
bate this issue on its funda­ 
m entals. They urge Americans 
to study and make up their minds 
on the question of just how much 
power 
governments 
ought to 
have. 
By contrast, the collectivist 
seek always to hide their own 
goals and to pretend that no 
basic issues exist to be debated, 
only a choice between this and 
that government program . HLH

Negroes Planning Sit-Downs 
In Union Offices A cross 
the 
Land. 
Washington, D. C .: — With 
the 
cook-out 
season ending, 
many construction and building 
union leaders will return from 
their summer “ p laces" to find 
their headquarters full of sit- 
ins. 
Their regional offices 
a re 
next on the NAACP*s lis t. 
The dem onstrators, led bv a 
one man whirlwind, 
H erbert 
Hill, the N AAC P 's L abor D irec­ 
tor, are zero-ing in on the men 
they 
believe 
a re preventing 
Negroes from preparing 
for 
hundreds of 
thousands 
of 
jobs soon to be created by vast 
federal 
multi - billion dollar 
projects. 
Already there have been sit- 
downs in AFL-CIO offices 
in 
Cincinnati 
and 
Pittsburgh. 
H ill's legions a re preparing to 
move in other industrial cities 
— mostly in the north. Their 
battle cry has it that despite 
all the speeches and the bold 
Title Seven of the Civil Rights 
Act, few Negroes a re getting 
into the construction unions. 
And that fewer N egroes — 
especially the young fellows — 
are being perm itted into 
the 
apprentice system so they can 
qualify to become skilled work­ 
men. For H ill's legions, this 
is the zero hour. It takes years 
to acquire skills. Yet the gov­ 
ernment is about to sta rt spend­ 
ing billions through 
its new 
Department of Urban Renewal 
and Housing, and on long rib­ 
bons 
of concrete 
roads, and 
on Appalachia and on university 
"p lan ts" and headquarters in­ 
stallations from which to fight 
poverty. 
Of course, the White House 
wants none of this quick-trigger­ 
ing series of conflicts, perhaps 
man-to-man battling, between 
angry Negroes and local union 
rank and filers. 
Sophisticated 
White House 
specialists know that it isn't 
a m atter of the union's rank 
and file hating N egroesas much 
as it is the rank and file's 
love of money in those high- 
wage pay envelopes. In addition 
to loving coin for them selves, 
they 
want 
their 
blood rela­ 
tives to cut in on the 
high 
priced jobs. There a re 
local 
anions where some 80 per cent 
of the new openings have gone 
to sons and nephews of mem­ 
bers. 
Bluntly, the resistance 
is 
within the rank and filr md 


not among the national general 
presidents of even the regional 
leaders of some 3 million build­ 
ing and construction unionists. 
So the White House has quiet­ 
ly set up a tiny, four-man task 
force to study the magic formu­ 
la, Title Seven. The team is 
made 
up 
of 
little 
known 
technicians. Their assignm ent 
is to dig out of "the big Seven" 
the weapons with which 
to 
punish the recalcitrant over­ 
whelmingly white locals. 
Already enough power 
has 
been found in "Seven” to put 
union leaders in prison, if they 
absolutely refuse to perm it con­ 
siderable num bers of Negroes 
to take the qualifying examina­ 
tions for entrance to the unions 
or the apprenticeship lists. 
This will come as a shock to 
some business agents but it can 
be done. Any man can 
sue a 
union now if he believes he is 
being blacklisted against be­ 
cause of race, color, creed or 
national origin. Or the Justice 
Dept, can order its regional at­ 
torney to take court action. Or 
Franldin R oosevelt's Equal Em­ 
ployment 
Opportunity 
Com­ 
mission can move in. 
If they prove their case, they 
have a court order directing the 
union to open its ranks. And 
not just any broad warning. 
There is a case in New York 
City where one sheet metal 
w orkers' local has been told 
by the court just how many 
N egroes to adm it, just when 
to hold exam inations, just ex­ 
actly what to do with its train ­ 
ing classes. In other words 
the court took the entire mat­ 
ter right out of the union's 
hands. So there now is a Negro 
member for the first time in 
77 years. 
Defiance 
of 
such 
court 
orders could bring prison term s 
for com tem pt. Or, moves could 
be made to decertify a union 
— which means removing 
its 
control over construction jobs. 
Or it could be banned from 
sending its 
m em bers out on 
any project if a single federal 
dollar is involved — be it FUA 
money or a Department of De­ 
fense dollar, or a road. Or even 
state money. 
Furtherm ore, 
the 
White 
House is placing enforcement 
power in the hands of various 
cabinet m em bers, 
the Civil 
Service Commission and the 
new 
P resident's 
Council on 
Equal Opportunities.
